"Humane Slaughter 


eremony in Montreal, are: Annette, Cecile, Marie and 


Senator Humphrey will hold 
hearings this week on ig to 
require humane methtds of 
slaughtering meat animals in 
American packing houses. Al- 
though such methods are en- 
forced by law in most Kuro- 
pean countries, they are not 
mandatory in the United States 
and, indeed, are rarely observ- 
ed here. Cattle, sheep, calves 
and hogs are commonly killed 
here by techniques which subject 
them to senseless terror and 
suffering: they are dragged aloft 
and suspended by a chain 


fastened around one hind leg; 


then their throats are cut and 
they are left to bleed to death. 
It is entirely practicable to ren- 
der the animals unconscious be- 
fore slaughter, as Senator Hum- 
phrey’s bill would require, by 
anesthetizing them with carbon 
dioxide or by stunning them 
with electric tongs or a captive 
bolt pistol. 

Most of the major meat pack- 
ers oppose this legislation, and 
for some strange reason they 
have found support for their 
opposition in the Department of 
Agriculture. The Department 
says it “has always favored and 
worked for humane methods in 
all aspects of handling of ani- 
mals” but that in this situation 
it “is guided by a sincere belief 
that mandatory Federal _legis- 
lation would not be the best 
way to assure continued pro- 
gress in the solution of this pro~ 
blem.” This may be sincere but 
it is also unrealistic. In the first 
place, voluntary cooperation, 
althought sought for many 
yearsph not produced com-~ 
pliance Wittmmdenent standards. 
In the second placé, ‘Wye depart- 
ment has long used legislation 
to assure humane treatment of 
animals: for example, it en-~ 
forces an effective law respect- 
ing the treatment of animals in 
transit to. slaughterhouses. In 
the third place, mandatory re- 
gulations afford the most equi- 
table and even-handed way to 
obtain general observance of 
humane slaughter methods. 
Senator Humphrey's bill ought 
to become law: —- Washington 
Post and Times Herald.

On June 16th, Hon. Leslie M. Frost 
will officially open a new beautifica- 
tion project which is now in progress 
at the United Empire Loyalist bury- 
ing ground at Adolphustown, Lennox 
and Addington County. 

The cemetery is one of the oldest in 
having first been used in 
4784. It continued in use for many 
years but with the establishment of 
other cemeteries eventually became 
neglected and overgrown, with many 
of the tombstones crumbling and fall- 
ing out of place. 

Dismayed by the appearance of the 
last resting place of many of their 
ancestors, the Toronto Branch of the 
United Empire Loyalist Association 
decided to restore the plot and in 1955 
engaged landscape architects to dev- 
elop a formal garden on the site. The 
plot will be surrounded on three sides 
by an ornamental iron fence with a 
handsome pair of iron gates, support- 
ed by stone pillars, at the entrance. 
On the fourth side there will be a 
masonry wall into which will be set 
all the original gravestones that can 
be salvaged afd repaired. A large 
lawn, enclosed in gravel paths and 
ornamented with shrubs and flower 
beds will set off the stone monument 
erected at the plot in 1884, to mark 
the centenary of the landing of the 
first Loyalists at Adolphustown. 

The restoration and beautification 
of the plot has been a very worth- 
while undertaking and the Horticul- 
tural Societies Branch of the Ontario 
Department of Agriculture feela that 
it is one which will be of interest to 
all gardeners in Ontario.

Riding on the crest of a booming 
uranium mines development in the 
northern part of the county, construc- 
tion ‘s fast reaching an all time high 
in the Bancroft area with carpenters 
being particularly in demand. 

In fact the supply of carpenters in 
Hastings has failed to match the de- 
mand with the result that 30 skilled 
workmen have been brought in from 
| outside the county to the Bancroft 
area to work on construction projects. 
| In addition to construction of the 
mine buildings, two town site projects 
are in the planning stage, one by a 
private building organization which 
{has purchased property north of 
Bancroft, and the other a mining 
townsite northeast of Bancroft. 

Mr. H. H. Reed, 
Unemployment Insurance 
sion in Belleville, noted that when 
these two projects get underway 
there will be an additional demand 
for carpenters and workmen skilled 
in construction trades.

‘Style in Furniture 


In every age experimentation 
and invention inspire people to 
evolve new things. These new 
things are tried and tested for 
their worth; some are discarded 
while others -are improved and 
perfected. Those which endure 
are bridges connecting civiliza- 
tions, countries and families, 

Since the printing press was 
invented and sketches as well 
as specifications could clarify 
the record, each generation has 
been studying history from 
many angles. One of the most 
fascinating studies is the his- 
tory of furniture. It can easily 
become a hobby and an avoca- 
tion, and an absorbing one at 
that. 

The journeymen of old who 
traveled from country to coun- 
try carried with them the 
knowledge of their craft. New 
standards of living were evoly- 
ing which inspired them to de- 
velop new materials and new 
methods of fabrication. These 
men developed the furniture 
which is a record of people as 
they lived from the Renaissance 
to the preserit. The same law 
of economics guiding us today, 
that of supply and demand, is 
reflected in the furniture which 
has lived to be reproduced, Our 
inheritance from this rich past 


is more important than actual 
\ Styles and individual pieces ~ of 


furniutre. We are challenged by 
the: chapter we are contributing 
to. Will it seem as ric to pos- 
terity as what we have inherit- 
ed? 

A good reproduction can be 
worth more than a bad antique. 
To be well informed in true and 
fine reproductions, it is neces- 
sary to know the pieces which 
may be copied with. integrity, 
as these, if made well, will be 
worth buying and living with 
even if fashion changes, They 
give a room a sense of honesty 
and charm, 

Not all reproductions are au- 
thentic. Certain liberties are 
taken and these are called 
adaptations. The quality of gthe 
adapatation and the reason for 
the change should guide the 
purchaser, 

Because inlays are costly both 
as to workmanship and mater- 
ials, a manufacturer may elmin- 
ate them but retain the fine 
proportions, the over-all silhou- 
ette and detail. Or a manufac- 
turer may find that the center 
section of a drop-leaf table is 
too narrow for comfort and use, 
and widen it. If the desk part 


- of a slant top is too high for 


a good desk chair, that section 
may be lowered, 

If period details are mixed 
badly or if the detail of one 
period is used on a piece never 
made during that period, or if 
the deails are correct but. the 
proportion, workmanship and 
fin are poor — then the 
adaptation is an unwise selec- 
eg 

Interest in fashion and style 
is just as evident in our own 
time as in the past, and there 
is much argument as to the 
dividing line between the two. 
An old book on ceramic’, pub- 
lished in 1880, makes a sound 
pronouncement: “Style is a 
mood or influence which is sus- 
tained, developed and disturbed 
by fashion. Fashion is a social 
and commercial fact — social 
because it arouses desire to be 
like one’s fellows; commercial 
because there are profits to be 
made from this desire.”

When News Didn’t 


Travel So Fast 


Cheering Australians, watch- 
ing the graceful Comet III touch 
down at Sydney some twenty- 
four hours after leaving London 
recently, shared the pride of the 
British people in the jet-liner’s 
record-breaking come-back. Its 
world flight brought the Com- 
monwealth closer together than 
ever before in its history; the 
other side of the earth is now 
only hours away.. 


Not much more than a cen- 
tury ago it took twelve months 
to get a reply to a letter sent 
to London, however urgent and 
official. That was by sailing boat. 
The clippers of the 1850s did. bet- 
ter, completing the London to 
Sydney run in from sixty to 
eighty days, and there was great 


excitement when the steamers 
reduced the journey. to two 
months in 1860 


“There was keen competition 
between rival newspapers, both 
in Melbourne and Sydney, to be 
the first to publish news from 
overseas, especially from _Bri- 
tain, which could arrive in Aus- 
tralia only by shipborne mail,” 
writes Frank Clune in his ab-

The seasonal attendance 
average has never fallen below 01 
per cent of capacity. During the 
first three years a total of 334,045 
patrons from all parte of the Unit 
ed. States and Canada, not to men- 
thon overseas visitors, paid more 
than $1,000,000 to the ticket sellers 
at the busy Stratford box office. 

Art and theater exhibitions were 
added in 1084. Last season the 
board of governors inaugurated a 
Music Festlyal, which will be re- 
peated this ‘year. Thus far, there 


has been no attempt to effect Dr. 


Guthrie's idea of launching a mu- 
sic barge on the Avon — it should 
by all rights be drawn by several 
white swans. But no one who has 
watched the festival grow from its 
brave beginnings will readily limit 
ite future possibilities. 

For the 1956 season, however, the 
officials are contenting themselves 
with such peripheral activities as 
a theatrical exhibition arranged by 
the British theater historian, Rich- 
ard Southern, an international film 
festival, a premiere National Gal- 
lery exhibition of works by Tchlet- 
chev and Lesie Hurry; and the sec- 
ond annual Music Festival 

The Shakespearean plays, which 
are still the thing at Stratford, 
will be “HenryV” and “The Merry 
Wives of Windsor.” Rehearsing un- 
der Michael Langham, the festie 
al’s new artistic director, is a com- 
pany which includes Christopher 
Plummer, Douglas Campbell, Eric 
House, Willlam Hutt, and Eleanor 
Stuart, most of whom are Stratford 
veterans, 

If, as they have a way of do- 
ing, present Stratford plans ma- 
terlalize, this will be the last sea- 
son of Shakespeare under canvas 
in the theatrical capit&l on the

The building scheduled to rise tn 
time for 10957 rehearsals will be a 
steel-frame structure,  air-condi- 
tioned to keep out the heat of @ 
south-western Ontario summer, 
soundproofed to insulate the per 
formances against the noise of pass 
ing planes, trains, and Avon River 
emall craft. The exterior walls 
will be a combination of masonry 
red cedar, and glass, the roof will 
be of copper. 

The interior will merely develop 
on its existing foundations, the bas- 
ic plan of the present auditorium, 
with a 684-seat balcony above the 
raked tiers of seats which overlook 
the platform stage. The purpose of 
the balcony Is not to enlarge the 
seating capacity but to make for 
more comfortable spacing. 

The pillared stage will retain its 
present features -—- including ac- 
cess from auditorium altsles and 
the below-stage area. Backstage 
will accommodate rehearsals and 
will eventually provide space. for 
property and costume departments. 
Although the Strahford planners 
intend retaining the semi-Elizabe- 
than stage which is a firm feature 
ef the Guthrie-inspired tradition, 
the new auditorium will be capable 
of transformation into something 
approaching a conventional pro- 
acenium-stage theater.

Mad Man Sived 


Led by an Alpine guide, a 
little Frenchman trudged up 
Mont Blanc. pulling a reluctant 
mule. 

As they picked their way 
across the -glacier high above 
Chamonix, the guide thought to 
himself, “This man is quite mad! 
But he seems harmless and he’s 
paying me well, so why should 
I worry?” 

But Louis Pasteur was not 
mad~—and it was due to his mule 
trek nearly a century ago that 
today we can drink a glass of 
milk in perfect safety 


For that mule was carrying 
twenty sealed glass flasks. each 
of 250 cubic centimetres capa- 
tity. They contained different 


putrescible , liquids, such as 
yeast-water) blood, beer, wine 
and milk. 

Above the glacier, Pasteur 
opened them for a moment, then 
quickly sealed them again with 
a spirit lamp. Examining them 
afterwards, he found that only 
one had “gone bad"~the one 
that had not been previously 
heated. 

Why did he have to climb 
over 15,000 feet to do this? Be- 
cause mountain air is free from 


germs~-and on that September 
day in 1860, Pasteur, then an 
unknown scientist, had just 


proved his germ theory of dis 
ease

larly new in treating milk by 
heat. People had boiled milk for 
decades to keep it from turning 
sour. But Pasteur and his fol- 
lowers showed that heating milk 
to certain temperatures f. a 
certain time killed all harmful 
germs without affecting the 
taste of significantly reducing 
the food value. 

Nowadays we pasteurize milk 
by heating it to not less than 
161 deg. F. for fifteen seconds 
or 145 to 150 degrees for thirty 
minutes. Strict regulations en- 
sure that the process is properly 
carried out. 

“Without pasteurization,” said 
Lord Verulam, president of the 
National Baby Welfare Council, 
recently, “there could be no re- 
liable milk supply. in our cities.” 
Nevertheless, from the beginning 
people have objected to pasteur- 
ized milk, chiefly on the grounds 
that the taste or food value is 
affected. 

Does pasteurization affect the 
food value of milk? The only 
two nutrients generally. admit- 
ted to be appreciably affected 
by heat are vitamins B and C, 
and in any case we mostly rely 
? other foods to supply us with 

ese vitamins. Milk’s valuable 
protein, for building healthy bo- 
dies, its calcium, for bones and 
teeth, its other minerals, and its 
riboflavin (Vitamin B2) are un- 
affected. 

The World Health Organiza- 
tion went into the question ex- 
haustively a year or two_ ago. 
Their conclusions completely ex~ 
Onerated pastenrization from all 
charges of interfering with the 
food value. “8 

Some people say that it wrong 
to tamper in any way with na- 
ture’s perfect food. They forget 
*hat when they pour milk in tea 


or coffees, use it in cooking, 
they are “paeteerizing” milk far 
more drasically, than tay dairy 
plant. Logically, such people 
should live on raw eggs, fish, 
a vegetables—rather than cook- 
ed. 

What are the positive benefits 
of pasteurization? They can truly 
be described as miraculous. 

If you are in your fifties, you 
can probably just remember the 


“ days before pasteurization in 


Britain. Take the year 1911. In 
the summer quarter of that year, 
infantile diarrhoea carried off 
babies at the rate of 203 per 
thousand. Raw cows’ milk was 
blamed. By 1921, when some fifty 
per cent of* London’s milk was 
pasteurized, the rate had fallen 
to ninety. Since then the sum- 
mem quarter has become the 
healthiest for children—and_ the 
mortality is still falling.

An Old Whale Ship 


Except for some additional 
equipment, and a few details of 
rig, the vessel’ employed in the 
whale fisheries were identical 
with the others of the same per- 
iod. Barks were preferred be- 
cause they were handier and 
lay-to better, so a good many 
ships were changed over to that 
rig, but at the same time a good 
many ships were used. There 
was no hull that was typical, 
some were deep and some shal- 
low, some blunt and some sharp, 
some had deep flat transoms and 
some had shallow ones that were 
curved. In most there was a 
straight run of deck from stem 
to stern, but in some there was 
a raised quarter deck. ... 

The crews were islanders for 
the most part, because rowing 
was the most important thing 
they had to do, and boys—and 
girls—brought up on_ islands 


learn at an early age how to ~ 


handle row boats. They are 
obliged to because small boats 
are about the only island vehi- 
cle, about the only means, and 
by far the most convenient, of 
island transportation. The crew’s 
natural ability as oarsmen, their 
training by the mates, together 
with the build of their craft, 
made the New England whale 
boat a thing without an equal. 

The whale boats on their great 
wooden cranes establish the 
identity of these ships at once, 
even at a distance of several 
miles. The common size was 
twenty-eight feet for the length, 
six feet for the width, and one 
foot, ten inches deep in the mid- 
dle, increasing to three feet, one 
inch at the bow and an inch or 
two more at the stern. They were 
‘built of light wood, usually 
white cedar. . 

The ideal way to examine the 
differences between a whaler 
and any other ship would be to 
compare them as they lay at 
their wharves; to look over a 
‘clipper, a Liverpool] packet, or a 
ship that brought hides from 
California, and then look over 
a whaler at a nearby wharf, but 
those days have gone, such ships 
no longet sail and few even 
exist. Charles W. Morgan, at 
South Dartmouth, Massachusetts,

OF INSURED PERSONS 


'IN CANADA 


For the first time since the end of 
the Second World War, the Un- 
employment Insurance Commission 
,is making an actual count of the 
' number of insured persons in Canada, 
Chief Commissioner J. G. Bisson) 
announced to-day. 

Forms have gone out to more 
than one-quarter of a million 
employers, and when the returns 
are in, it is expected that almost 
4,000,000 employees will be listed on 
the Commission's Master Index of 
insured persons. The survey is being 
taken in conjunction with the annual 
renewal of unemployment insurance 
books to cause as little disruption as 
possible to the employer’s operations. 

The Master Index, which was 
brought up to date annually during 
the war years, has only been checked 
by a 10 percent sampling since 1945. 
The index now lists over 8,000,000 
persons, many of whom are no long- 
er in insured employment. Deaths 
marriages, withdrawal from the 
labour market, and emigtation are 
among those reasons why the 
present Index needs to be up-dated.

To Belle Isle 


On a golden day in August, we 
dug our toes despondently into the 
sand beach at Seven Islands, Que 
bec, and contemplated the harbour- 
the long, rakish ore boats waiting 
their turn at the already-occupied 
ore docks..a few small fishing 
boats riding at anchor... the little 
pleasure cruisers of the come-lately 
townspeople in this boom town, We 
were completely depressed. 

Our car we had left in Baie Com 
eau, the end of the highway along 
the north shore of thte St. Lawrence 
River, some 110 miles west. We had 
taken the regular ferry to Seyen 
Islands and were now starting wist- 
fully toward the Straits of Belle 
Isle ~~ wondering how in the blue- 
eyed world we could possibly get 
there!

Montagnais ladies, in ankle-length 
plaid skirts and traditional top- 
heavy Montagnais hats, eyed us — 
from a distance.

“ena iO so that. a tent, a box or 
a canc ompletely foiled us. 


Whenever we pproached an Ih- 
dian canoe maker, he either stopped 
work, assumed a Buddha-like at- 
titude of contemplation, or fled al- 
together. Only one small pup 
seemed unconcerned. 

“It's you,” John finally decided. 
“They don’t know what you are — 
man, woman or what in those 
slacks!” He chuckled, and another 
Montagnais took flight into a tent. 
“They'ye probably never seen any- 
one in slacks before.” 

“Humph!” I retorted. But, silent- 


ly, I wished at least I hadn't 
chosen to wear plaid slacks’ that 
day: 


The ship's crew were more help- 
ful. “Keep wandering around,” they 
advised “They'll get used to 
you!”

wandered around. Up and 
back and forth, with com- 
plete aimlessness, as if we saw a 
Montagnais village every day of our 
lives and were bored by such mon- 
otony. By the time we returned to 
the Maris Stella, we reported con- 
siderable success. , 

“How'd you make out?’ 

“Just fine,” we 
“They ignore us!” 

We liked the Montagnais of the 
Cote Nord. They are a shy, quiet, 
rather good- looking people, and 
Canada’s most primitive Indians, 
In Seven Islands, they have bowed 
to progress, moved into houses and 
even taken to riding the ore trains 
to their hunting grounds, But tn 
Mingan — and farther east at Rom- 
aine and St, Augustin — they are 
less touched by the white people. 
They plich their tents and 
their canoes and go, as thelr an- 
cestors did, to the ancestral hunt- 
ing grounds in the Labrador inter

We watched an old man putting 
the floor boards into his canoe with 
brown, gnarled fingers, and mar- 
yelled. Rach piece of a Montagnais 
cance is hand- made, and so neatly 
fitted that nails are used only for 
tacking the canvas to the gun 
wales. And, although the canvas 
today is from “The Bay",.the skill 
is a very, very ancient one. 

Just once along that coast did we 
meet a Montagnais man who seemed 
io have adopted the barter system +f 
Indians whe live farther west in 
Canada and keep an eye on the 


tourist trade. 


So had an X-ray clinic on the Maris 


That tall, lean Indian invited us 
into his tent, filled with the fresh 
smelling spruce shavings. From un 
der a packing case, he drew his of 
ferings of the tourist - hunting In- 
dians, it was typical A pair of well 
made, lightliy-beaded Indian moc: 
casing. 

But there the resemblance ended. 

For these moccasins -— cross my 
heart! — were lined with mink! 

The mink- lined Indian moccasins 
were behind us. So were many miles 
of the Quebec Cote Nord that day, 
as we stood on a high, windy hill. 
top above the English - speaking 
village of Harrington. 

Below, in a Lilliputian harbour, 
we could just see our fast “home”, 
the Grenfell Ship, Northern Mes- 
senger, tugging at its anchor. The 
good doctor on board had been one 
of our good Samaritans on this 
hitch - hiking route along the coast. 


Stella. So had. an affable and 11- 
together charming Frenchman, crul- 
sing the coast that summer on 4 
government land survey. 

Now. below us to the left, the 
little 35-foot mail boat waited. to 
take us on the final lap of our 
journey to the Straits of Belle Isle. 
Our arrangements were made with 
“Uncle Norm” Jones, who promised 
to take us with him—along with 
the mail and a erate full of husky 
pups bound for Baie St. Paul, 

But the weather for two days had 
refused us the co-operation that 
the coastal people had given us 60 
willingly. The south-east wind has 
been whooping and hollering across 
the sulky Gulf of St. Lawrence. 
spitting with rain and ill temper. 

Looking down on those sea- wash- 
ed rocks below us, we knew this 
was no const to cruise in a storm! 


Catching our breath against the- 


wind, we remembered the whim 
sical description of the origin of 
this land, related that morning by 
our North Shore hostess in Harring- 
ton. — By Adelaide Leitch in The 
Canadian . Girl.

His losses at the gaming tables 
wetonished even the hardened and 
a@ynical socialites of the day, and 
fantastically. Yet the losses only 
wharpened Ismatl’s appetite for 


gambling; ft had soon become 
what) {t was to remain all( his life, 
his constant and inescapable vice. 

His elder brother having died — 
some denied that he had been 


allowed to die a natural death! — | 


the way was clear for Ismall's 
succession. Saki Mohammed died 
when Ismail was thirty-three, and 
Ismail having succeeded to the title 
of Vali of Egypt — a title that he 
soon got his overlord, the Sultan 
of Turkey, to elevate to that of 
Khedive — he promptly showed 
that none of his habite had altered, 
when within an incredibly short 
space of time, he raised the nation 
al debt of Egypt from a bare 
$10,000,000 to over five hundred 
millions, 

The Suez Canal had been started 
by Ferdinand de Lesseps — after 


‘ lengthy negotiations with the for- 


mer Egyptian ruler, Said Moham- 
med — just four years before La 
mall's accession./ 

Ismail’s first act) was to black- 
mall the Suez Canal Company ta- 


to parting up with a great deal , 


more money than had been accepted 
by’ Said Mohammed when he 
granted the original concession. 
That meant a lot more money for 
Iemall’s harem and steam yachts 
and gambling. 

Rut it was not sufficient. Then 
the American Civil War cut off 
the American supplies of cotton to 
Lancashire — and up went the 
demand for Egyptian cotton. Sud- 
denly, the Egyptian cotton ~ crop, 
which had been worth only 
$15,000,000 in Said Mohammed's 
day, was worth $75,000,000 a year 
to Ismail — and only about 10 per- 
cent. of that huge sum was spent 


' on the nation! 


And the gambling’ went on as 
wildly as ever. Concessions were 
sold right and left, revoked and 
re- sold again at a higher price. 
Nothing which came in — and what 
came totalled tens of millions of 
pounds — was sufficient to cope 
with the frenzied gambling which 
was Ismail’s all-engrossing vice. 

Judgments were given against 
Egypt’s ruler in international 
courts, and both Germany and Aust- 
xia began to make war-like prepara- 
tions to enforce some of the judge 
ments on behalf of their nationals. 
By 1875, six years after the French 
Empress Eugenie, on board the Im- 
perial yacht, [/Aigle; had ceremo- 
nially opened the Suez Canal, 
Egypt was internationally bank- 
rupt. Not even the shadiest, most 
reckless of financiers would lend 
another penny. 

All that the princely gambler 
had left, in the way of security, 
were his 177,000 shares in the Suvz

This represented just on half 
the total share-holding, since the 
original capital of the Company 
had been 200,000,000 francs div- 
ided into 400,000. shares of 60 
francs value, 

Already, in the six years that the 
world's shipping had been passing 
through the Canal, it had been evi- 
dent that those shares held by 
Egypt must represent a fabulous 
source of national income, an tin- 
come that poverty-stricken Egypt 
desperately needed. 


Yet, having gambled away almost 
all his country’s wealth — and per- 
manently damaged her interna- 
tional credit — the crazed gambler 
was now preparing to rob his coun- 
try of her one certain source of 
wealth — by pawning or selling his 
shares in the Suez Canal Company. 

One day, a top priority coded 
telegram reached Britain's Prime 
Minister, Benjamin Disraeli, warn- 
ing him that the Khedive of Egypt 
was on the point of parting with 
his Canal shares. 

“Informed opinion” in Britian 
had sneered at the Canal because 
the French were planning and 
building it, but the few years in 
which it had been opened had 
demonstrated, beyond all argn- 
ment, that Britain’s empire in the 
Mast, and her Australasian colonies 
aa well, were now dependent upon 
Britain's keeping the Canal from 
falling under the control of a rival 
power, 

The telegram arrived at a week- 
end, after both Houses of Parlia- 
ment had risen. The price that 
the Khedive was asking was 
$12,000,000 in cash. What was 
more, the telegram stated decisive,- 
ly, the Khedive had to have the 
money within a few hours. ‘iiiere 
was not even time to summon mem- 
bers of Parllament, to vote the nec 
essary cash to buy the shares. 

Disraeli, at that moment, showed 
the highest qualities of statesman- 
ship. On his own authority he 
summoned a member of the grent 
banking firm of Rothschild, and 
told the banker bluntly that he 
wished to borrow $12,000,000. 

When the banker learned why, he 
instantly advanced the money. A 
telegram was sent to Cairo — and 
the 177,000 shares of the Suez 
Canal Company shanged handa, 
to become the property of .the 
British Gevernment. 

Disraeli, when he presented the 
House of Commons with the newa, 
got nothing but congratulations 
It was a wonderful day in the 
history of the British Empire — 


—GOETHE —

as well as in the history of Egypt— 
when nearly half the sharés the 
Suez Canal Company passed into 
_ British ownership. 

It was good business, foo, apart 


from any question of Empire 
security. In one year alone, the 
dividend on the $12,000,000 Invest- 


ment has totalled $4,500,000 — - 


tax- free, and the fhrure is always 
rising. It is estimated that -Ismatl’s 
sale will have lost his country the 
better part of two hundred million 
pounds before the Suez Canal, by 
the terms of the original concession, 
reverts to the possession of the 
Egyptian Government on November 
17th, 1968. 
That’s gambling for you!

And in the 
stomach of a captive ostrich in 
South Africa were found seven- 
ty-one pure white diamonds, 
one of which was over seven 
carats. The bird is believed to 
have picked them up in the 
Kalahari Desert where it was 
captured by a hunter,
